State appropriation and the generous 
eUts ot the iputatc, was dedicated 
Saturday afternoon In Schenley park, 
JPitteburg, 'With imposing coreinonles. 
The Governor o£ tie Commonwealth, 
•with his staff, regiments of National 
tjnard, veterans of the Civil and Span- 
ish wars, and prominent people ot 


out o£ sen-ice on January 21, 1866. 


He was married in 186S -to Miss 


Agatha Greenfield, and moved to a 
farm lit Bast Bethlehem' township, 
Washington county, _where he lived 
for a number of years. He .was elect- 
ed county treasurer lu 1875, returning 
at the expiration of ,hU term of office 
to his farm. 
In 1889 he moved to 


Washington. 


On January 1, 1877, Captain Hawk- 


ins entered the guard of Pennsylvania, 
as captain of Company H, Tenth reg- 
iment, and was with Ills regiment 
during the strikes of that year. On 
February 27, 1879, he .was elected col- 
onel of. the regiment, In wTnlcb. posi- 
tion he served until the time of his 
death. He was in. tha fleld with his 
command three weeks in April, 1591, 
during tho labor strikes in the colce 
region, and commanded a provisional 
brigade during the Homestead strike 
of 1S92, 


With, his regiment Colonel Hawkins 


was mustered into the United States 
service In May, 1S9S. and on June 15 
the command left San. Francisco lor 
the Philippines, arriving at Manila on 
July 17. In the battle of M-alate, Jul/ 
SI, Colonel Hawkins took a prominent 
pait. and ho also participated In the 
campaign which resulted in tho cap-

Plttsburg Dispatch, a young man well 
known in Connell&ville, where lie has 
visited several times, jumped from flie 
Sixth street bridge \n.to the Allegheny 
river early Sunday morninig, presuma- 
bly with suicidal intent, and so far 
no trace of him has been found. O'Don- 
neil was walking over the bridge with 
three newspaper me«n. When* half way 
over, be. seemingly In. a jest, took oft 
his coat and hat and said he was going 
to jump in the river. Finally he took 
oft* his shoss, and t>oforo_his friends 
had time to interfere? or fully realize 
his intention, he sprang to the railing 
and dove off Into the1' water.. 


His friends can. to iboth sides of the 


river and secured skiffs.

their searchlights over the dark river 
and the skiffs, with lanterns, searched 
everywhere, l*ut^ rib trace of O'Donnell 
could be found.

PAYING DEBT OF ROSES. 


Little Town of Mannheim, Pa., Cele- 


brates Unique Anniversary. 


" Lancaster, Pa., June 13.—The tilth 
annual Feast of Roses was celebrated 
In the Zion Evangelical Lutheran 
-church at Mannheim and the liLUo 
town was crowded with thousands at- 
tracted by tlie quaint ceremony. 


More than a century ago Baron 


Henry William Stiegel, founder of 
Mannheim, deeded the congregation 
the plot of ground upon which the 
church is erected, stipulating that one 
red rose should be paid each year on 
demand as rental. Once during th3 
lifetime of the baron the rose was 
paid and the custom then fell into dis- 
use and was not revived until 15 years 
ago, since when it has been regularly 
•observed.
